Wong breezes to by-election win

Paul Wong easily defeated 
Marguerite Bourgeois by a vote 
of 621 to 396 in yesterday's by- 
election to fill tlie vacat«l Arts 
and Science seat on Students' 
. Council. 

Over 1,000 people voted in ' 
this election. Wong said, "The 
large turnout indicates that stu- 
dents arc dissatisfled by the 
inaction of the Council on basic 
issues and that they are aware 
of the.recent resignations of cer- 
tain councillor^'. 

Said Miss Bourgeois, "It indi- 
cates that students are concern- 
ed with very particular details 
rather than concepts." 

Wong pointed out that students 
are "angry at Students' Society. 
President Julius Grey's anti- 
Arts and Science attitude and 
at his statements about Iceeping 
the New Left inline." 
. Wong's term will bst till 
Januaiy when a ^hole new state 
of councillors will be elected. 
In eight weeks, Wong hopes to 
"bring about a return of those 
to "bring about a rehim of those 
basic issues that Internal Vice- 



President Daidd Young thought 
so important and for which he 
resigned. 

"I will not run next term, 
mainly because the new consti-^ 
tuti on does not allow mé to." 

Wong' regards his tenn as 
a"cleansnig tUng". He further 
commented, "I hope to bring the 
Students' Council to look critic- 
ally at itself, but above all, to 
get it not just to pass motions, 
but to follow them through." 

The Arts and Science Under- 
graduate Society abo held a 
poll yesterday on the Report 
of the Joint Working Group Com- 
mittee. The main body of the 
Report was approved 558 to 165. 
Its .other reconunéhdàtions 
were approved also by a .vote of ' 
463 to 202. 

Thirty-seven Students will 
now be involved in the legislative 



decisions of the Arts and Science 
Faculty and in several commit- 
tees of the Faculty. Sbidents 
will be sitting on committees 
in the ratio of one to two profes- 
sors, except in the ,conunittee 
that deals with hiring and firing 
and promotioa On this commit- 
tee, students will not be represent- 
ed. 

Joe Caron, President of 
ASUS, clarincd the point that 
most of the recommendations of 
the Joint Working Commission 
have already been implemented 
by the Arts and Science Faculty. 

'-'The poll was held because 
it was one of the terms of the 
Report. 

"It had to be tatiTied by stu- 
dents, but I was never in doubt 
that students would not accept 
it." he added. 



Many Edel, one of the student 
senators who recently resiped 
stated, "This is an obvious move 
to stall a constitutton whfch ihef 
do not approve of, and this is 
clear to anyone who observed the 
proceedings" 

The main points of contention 
mentioned by Senators were: the 
compusoiy membership in the 
Students' Society; the fact that the 
Unhreisity collects Students' 
Society fees but would have no 
control over the use of these fees 
or the right to audit; and the re- 
moval of Senate's power of rati- 
ficatun. 

After the tablmg of the motion, 
Vke-Principal (Admhiistratton) 
Robert Shaw suggested settbg up 
a conunittee comprising Stu- 
dents' Council representathres 
and senators on a parity basis to 
reach agreement on an acceptable 
constitution. 

"The attitudes of students and 
senators are so far apart that 
th^ need to get together to reach 
a compromise," he added. 

Julius Grey, President of the 
Students' Society, disagreed, and 



asserted that students would set 
up their own committee to re- 
write the constitutton. Contribu- 
tkins by senators . and students 
would be welcomed by the com- 
mittee, he noted. 

Eiu'lier in the meeting, Grey 
had stated that the present amend- 
ments were inadequate, and other 
changes were necessary, whether 
or not the constitutton was passed. 

Grey went on to suggest a sup- 
plementary motk)n calling for the 
consideration of the amendments 
by Senate before the end of this 
term. 

At the suggestion of Vice-Prin- 
cipal (Academk) Olwer, it was 
agreed to send the amendments 
to the Steering Committee where 
more bformation could be consid- 
ered, and then be brought to 
Senate. 

Alan Joumet, the student Sen- 
atpr from Macdonald college, 
proceeded to challenge the sen- 
ate on why the. amendments had 
not been passed. 

But OlWer insisted that this 
questwn could not be answered

Paitk:ipating in the ddjate 
were Julius Grey, Students' So- 
ciety President; Martin Shapiro, 
External Vke-president; Norman 
Specter, Arts and Science 
representatWe on Council; 
and Ken Clowes, . recently- 
resigned Engineering represen- 
tative. • 

Specter, speaking hi support of 
the condemnatoiy resolutton, 
mahitauied, "It was a fatal error 
on the part of the Students' So- 
ciety to vote Grey and Shapiro hito 
offke." 

He brought ' up the question 
about Grey's absence, m Eu- 



rope during the summer and 
the $300 honorarium that 
Council recently asked bun 
to return. "Grey should have 
been in his office the whole 
summer." he added. 

In reference to the amend- 
ments to the constitution of the 
Students' Society, which were 
passed last year by more than 
a two-thirds majority of the 
student body, and whkh have 
been tabled by the McGiU 
Senate, Spector accused Grey 
of subverthig the constitution 
by setting himself up as "the 
sole guarantor of truth" and 



blocking the amendments on 
the basis of the objecttons of a 
few. 

Grey faced a skeptical audience 
in summing up the achievements 
of his administratun. He clahned 
responsibility for changing the. 
housbg bylaws of the Students' 
Society to save the bousmg pro- 
jects for McGill students, and 
cited cafeteria reform, seating of 
students on the Academic Polky 
Committee, and the coordination 
of cultural events as other 
achievements.

Grey questk)ned ' Spector's? 

impartiality, charging that he 
worked for both the ASUS 
and Maisonneuve-Vending during 
the summer, and defended his own 



record, claiming that "the work 
has been done" and tliat the mhiu- 
tes are available for anyone to 
read ta proof of this., 

Spector retorted that he has 
always abstataed from votes 
on Council ta whkb he might 
have a special taterest. 

Ken Gowes attacked Council's 
record on- external affairs, 
chargtag, that "There, has been 
a lack of any stand on the Qud)ec 
situatkm until today," and that 
accomplbhments were limited to 
obtatatag lower air fares and 
negotiating with the University 
of Toronto. He warned, "U 
we don't face the situation ta 
Quebec, McGill wiU collapse." 

Clowes also accused Grey 
of "purgtag the New Left." He 
;;CharBedjjUbiat^Giqu^ made 
^lnquiries?jB^b^9hether Council 
reps Marg Verrall and John 
Whitelaw were registered as 
students or not. 
"Nobody cares any more 



about the Students' Society," 
said Gowes. He compared 
this year's Council unfavourably 
to last year's, cittag that this 
year most meettags started at 
least an hour late, while formeriy 
they started an hour eariy, and 
that this year, for the first time, 
(Council had failed to attam a quo- 
rum twke. He blamed Grey and 
• Shapiro for this situation.

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Grey must go 



Julius Grey must resign as Uie President of the Students' Society. 
Tliere was something indeed prophetic in the resolution of non 
confidence in Messrs. Grey & Shapiro passed at the 'mocltserious' 
Debating Union fonrni yesterday. Despite the element of farce which 
ran through the session, we fed that it is fadicathre of the prevallhig 
disenchantment with the acUons of the Executive, that such a topic 
could even have been contemplated as one for debate. 

Last night, at Senate, Mr. Grey removed even this touch of 
farce. Any clahn that he might have had to representing students 
was dispelled. - 

Last spring, campus unequivocally supported a new constitution. 
(This was not 'clique rule'; it was the same vote which elected Mr. 
Grey, from which he claims his mandate, and the consUtution got 
even more votes than he did). 

Ust night, that constitution should have been 'ratified. Instead, 
Senate tabled it, thereby refusing to discuss it. What did Mr. Grey 
doat that meeting? 

Mr. Grey did not carry out the will of the students i.e. support- 
ing the constitution in Senate. But not only did he fail to defend it, 
he also had the temerity to speak against it He set the whole tenor 
of the meeting by expressing his personal reservations about cer- 
tain features of the constitution, at tbe outset In an act of enlightened 
despotism, Mr. Grey saw fit to disregard the dear intent of students. 
This from a candidate who raOed against 'clique' rule by the left' 
and instead, vowed to represent the opinions of the majority of 
students. 

This cuhninates months of covert and.overt opposition towards 
the constitution by Mr. Grey. No one begnidgcs Mr. Grey the right 
to publicly express his doubts.. But his rightful course of acUon 
should have been to see the constitiition through, and then to bring 
his case bade to the students. By clearly misrepresenting the wishes 
of the students, Mr. Grey has forfeited his right to the confidence 
and support of students. It is now incumbent on Mr. Grey to resign, 
and to allow campus to elect a President who will be responsible 
to the students.

La mort de la langue française ? 



The natural response of an English Quebecer 
to the fight for Ftench unilingualism is to feel 
threatened. This b not surprisfaig: it is a threat, 
and a very serk)us one. But it is necessary for 
the English Quebecer to go a little deeper than 
that, to examine what is being threatened, and to 
decide whether it is worth preserving. 

For the challenge to the privfleged positton 
of the English language in Quebec b part of a 
global challenge to English dominatk>n of Quebec 
society. In taUdng about the English and French 
in Qudiec we are not taUdng about any two-cul- 
tural communities in any country. We are talking - 
about one community that makes up 17% of the 
population holding virtually all the posittons of 
ecoDomk power and controlling all the signifkant 
political power, and another that makes up 83% 
of the popiilation suffering economic and cultural 
degradatkin.

On . what, then, does the privileged status of 
the Qudiec English lie? On numbers? Qeariy not. 
On cultural brOliance? The English of Quebec 
are remarkable for theh* cultural poverty; be- 
cause of thek role as the local managers and 
watchdogs of fhst British, and later American 
capital, there has been neither the need nor the 
opportunity for an indigenous English culture to 
devdop. One has only to look at that phrotal ciil- 
tural tastitutton of English Quebec, McGill Uni- 
veisity - the only areas hi whkh McGill has stood 
out have been the natural sciences, engineering, 
and medichie, areas more usdul to Uie main- 
tenance of a class of modem colonists than to the 
devdopment of culture. 

It is economk supremacy that b at the rtwt 
of the English positk>n.,The.EiDglldi came here bi^^ 
1760 as conqueron aod'cblcmizasf'md^cbio^^^ 
nizers they have remahied. By the same token, 
the French Quâ}écois have been a colonized and 
natkmally oppressed people. There has never 
existed a nathre Frendi ruling dass; the rise of a 

- few Ftanch Québécois to the bourgeoisie has been 
reQent,lsdatedandtokenistic. . 

Becaiisie tlïë^Fïench Quâ)écois are oppressed 
as a nation, they must liberate themselves as a 
natbn. This has both economk and cultural as- 
pects. Qiid>«: wai, of course, never be free until 
the Canadahr plant bdongs to the people faistead 
of to General Dynamks and Noranda Mfaies has 
been drivoi across the Ontario border. But It will 
also never be free untO Quâiécob take control 

: of the cultural apparatus^ to deydop a culture on 
their: -^own terms . btsteid of ^on the terms of 



Thb cleariy exdudes ushig the money of 
Quebec woriteis, directly through taxes or h- 
directly through the profits made by large cor- 
porations hi exploithig them, for the trabibig of 
an English riilhig dass. And more than that, it 

exdudes trahihig newcomers to Qudiec to become 
part of that dass. 

It b well known that 95% of hnmigrants to 
Montreal assbnilate hito the Eïiglbh community. 
The reason for thb b obvwus - it b more 
profitable to speak E^iglbh. The average salary 
of an Englbh Quebecer b ym, whOe that of a 
French Quâ>écob b^|3185. And vrtifle bOlngual 
Firench Quebecob éarii somewhat more than those 
vAo speak only French they still earn consider- 
ably less than bOlngual Englbh Quebecen. And 
bilingual Eïiglish Quebecers eam less than Que- 
becers who speak only Englbh.. SpeaUng Englbh 
leads to great economk advantage, vriiile speakhig 
French actually carries with it an economk db- 
advantage. 

"VHien you teach an hnmigrant to speak En* 
glbh," one French mricer saM, "you're teach- 
ing Um to be my boss." And you're also teaching 
hhn to become part of a conomunity that threatens 
to engulf the French Quâ)écob - if present trends 
contmue, Montreal will be a predomhiantly Ea- 
glbh-speaUng city withb a decade. AsUng 
French QuOécob to support an Englbh educa- 
tional system b asUng them to commit cultural 
. sukkle. 

"The right of parents to decide the language 
of education of their own children," now enshrin- 
ed hi the Page Report, b an additkm to natural 
htw that dates back to the first St-Léonard crbb 
hi 1968. On one levd, taken to Its lof^al condu-. 
skin, thb "right" b cleariy absurd: parents 

- hi Italy can't have their children educated in 
Hhidi. On another levd, thb "right" assumes 
that children are the property of theh* parents, 

' who may do with them as they choose, and denies 

the right of the coUecthrity to decUeitsown fu- 

ture. FmaUy, the examples of other bilingual 

counbles that are often ghren are mostly false 

(e.g. Switzeriand, tvhkh b strictly dwkied mto 

French, German, and Italian r^ns) and all 

hrdevant,. shice these countries have different 

social and economk strudures from Qudiec. 

"Speak French or gd out" - it sounds harsh 

but it is not unreasonable. And the thousands of 

people in the streets thb wedc fai qipositkin to 

Bill 63 are a good bidicatkn that it will hs^pen. 

It b a hard decbkn. for Eïiglbh Quebecers to 

makè- but they have to make it « „ ...
